TUo 
articles l:e has gathered,. Prof. Mac- 
lver says, represent early.negro civili- 
zation that lasted for at least seven, 
centuries. Included among the an- 
liciultles are various.works of art and 
also some Ethiopia-inscriptions. Prof 
Muclver adds: "Our excavations have 
shown that the source of civilization 
of the period which our work In lower 
Nubia covered was Ethiopian. All the 
negro works of art were discovered in 
an extensive cemetery lying about ten 
feet under ground between Wady Hal 
fa and Assouan in lower Nubia." 
That was the seat of an important 
empire away back In the dim and duy 
tant years, and the-race in control waa 
black. This should tend to conf-rm be- 
lief that the negro is capable of belter 
things than some of his opponents are 
ready to concede.

pians were a peoplo of iiigli culture 
and marked Intellectual advancement 
is furnished by Prof. David Randall 
Maclver of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, who has returned from Nubia 
with a collection oi antiquities ol 
artistic worth and much variety and 
aggregating five tons in weight. TUo 
articles t:e has gathered,. Prof. Muc- 
Iver says, represent early.negro civili- 
zation that lasted for at least seven, 
centuries. 
Included among the an- 


ilQuitles are various .worky of art and 
also some Kthiopic-inscriptions. Prof. 
Maciver adds: "Our excavations have 
shown that the source of civilization 
of the period which our work in lower 
Nubia covered was fcithiopiau. All the 
negro works of art were discovered iu 
an extensive cemetery lying about ten 
feet under ground between Wady Hal- 
fa and 
Assouan in lower Nubia,"

. A pupil of bis repeated the experi-
